.. GRANITE CITY — Two wom- 
en entered a burning house to 
attempt the rescue of an elderly 
woman Tuesday morning. 

Gwendolyn Akins, an employ- 
ee of Madison County Senior Cit- 
izens Services Inc. in Alton, 
arrived at the home of Lillie G- 
Garner, 83, of 2815 Cayuga Ave:, 
at about 7:40 a.m. and noticed 
smoke drifting from a window 
air conditioner. When she opened 
the front door of the three-room* 
frame house, the fire leaped up 
from the infusion of oxygen . 

Akins, 31, of the 200 block o 
Eagle Park Road, said she hesi- 
tated briefly before crawling ~ 
under the billowing smoke 
through the living room to the 
bedroom, where-Shé-saw the vic 
tim -lying on the bed. The smoke 
and heat then drove Akins from 
the home. 

“I thought that maybe she 
would be close enough that I 
could ‘have pulled her out,"’ 
Akins said Wednesday. Akins 
has worked for four months for 

- the agency, providing home care 
such as cooking, house cleaning 
and personal hygiene 

“Mrs. Garner was one of my 
first clients,’ said Akins. She 
said Garner often reminisced 
about her life. ‘‘She falked about 
when she was young,. about her 
kids and stuff like that.” 

Police and Akins said a wom- 
an who lived two doors away, 
Carol Wall, 2821 Cayuga, arrived 
and the two of them attempted 
to’ enter the house again before 
the fire drove them back. 

Wall's husband said she did 
not want to talk about her role 
in the attemted rescue because

Garner, who lived alone and 
did not smoke, was pronounced 
dead at 8:30 a.m. Tuesday by 
Deputy Coroner Ed Werner. «a 
Werner said preliminary results 
of an autopsy performed Tues- 
day showed she died of asphyxia 
due to smoke inhalation. Investi- 
gators said Garner was probably 
already dead when » Akins 
arrived. i 

The fire is believed to have | 
been accidental and not the 
result of arson. Granite City 
Police Detective Terry May said 
it apparently started in a couch 
in the front room and smoldered _ 
for several hours. 

A neighbor had-.smelled smoke 
at about 6 a.m. but couldn’t 
identify its source. 

May and Granite City Fire 
Chief Joe Holder agreed-that the 
two women showed courage in

trades, drafting, heating. and air 
conditioning, and_ electricity. 
Waldrup said all of them learn 
something from the program 
like it or not. 

“Some of the students, -unfor- 
tunately, enter the program 
more to get out of school than to 
try to learn something in the 
program,’ Waldrup said. ‘But 
it's something that, if you're 
around it long enough, it’s 
almost like catching a disease. If 
they’re there, they eventually 
pick it up and learn quite a bit. 





“It’s a totally different pro- 
gram than your everyday class- 
room is.

Project Seven took about three 
school years to complete. Stu- 
dents were laying the foundation 
in 1985, while the finishing tou- 
ches were being put on Project 
Six. “ 


It ‘would take’ professional 
homebuilders about three 
months to put up a similar 
home, Waldrup said, but the 
quality might not be the same 


“This house is probably better 
than one put up by profession- 
als,” he said. “I say that from 
the standpoint that anything that 
is questionable is taken out and 
redone. That’s not to knock the 
professionals, but they go at a 
much faster rate and they're not 
as selective in their materials. 


“This is’ a-learning process for 
the kids. Consequently, you try 
to show them the right way. If 
it’s not’right, you take it out and 
do it again.” 

Mary Ruth Snelson can vouch 
for the quality of student-built 
homes. houses. A District 9 
teacher, Snelson lives next door 
to Project Seven in Project Six. 


“They used very good materi- 
Snelson said. ‘On the 

I really like it. And 
everybody that comes to visit is 
really impressed with it.” 

The asking price for Project 
Seven is $91,225. Any profit 
earned by the District will go 
toward paying for the construc- 
tion of Project Eight next year. 

“It's a selfsupporting ‘pro-

convention this year. The meet- 
ing is set for July 18-21 at Atlan- 
ta’s Omni Coliseum. ‘‘I see more 
unity than I’ve ever seen 
before.” . 

A total of 4,162 delegates will 
descend on the convention hall 
Monday for party housekeeping, 
election planning, and selecting 
the party’s ticket for the presi- 
dential election Nov. 8. Mlinois 
will send 310 delegates, five of 
them elected from the 2ist Dis- 
trict and pledged to home-state 
Sen. Paul Simon, who stepped 
out of the race last month. 

With the pledges. of 2,426 dele- 
gates backing him, according to 
Associated Press tallies, Massa- 
chusetts Gov. Michael S. Duka- 
kis appears to have the nomina- 
tion wrapped up. He is backed 
by Simon, who won most of this 
state’s delegates in the primary. 

The Rev. Jesse Jackson, who 
works out of Chicago, follows 
Dukakis in the delegate count 
with 1,136. 

(Dukakis has chosen U.S. Sen. 
Lloyd Bentsen, Texas, to run for 
vice president.) 

As the presidential candidate 
field narrowed from seven to 
two this year, a singlezminded- 
ness of purpose seemed to grow 
in the party. Creators of the 
Democratic platform have 
agreed, for the, most part, to 
generalize the party’s goals in 
the upcoming campaign: Reduce 
the deficit, improve foreign 
trade, and offer the disadvan- 
taged and the elderly more com- 
passion. 

They also plan to capitalize on 
the ‘“‘sleaze factor’ of the cur- 
rent Republican administration. 

In the past few elections, the 
party has found it more difficult 
to find a consensus, said Hester. 


He remembers “‘hippies’’ bran- 
dishing their interests in 1972 
and minorities in another con- 
vention.

WASHINGTON — The Senate 
has passed an appropriations bill 
that will add $55 million for Met- 
ro Link, the St. Louis-East St. 
Louis area’s proposed passenger 


railway, as soon as local offi-.. 


cials agree to a funding. con- 
tract. 

Passed July 12 by a 91-to-6 
margin, the biH provides $10.6 
billion overall for. new spending 
in future years and $26 billion in 
outlays for the Department of 
Transportation and related agen- 
cies in fiscal 1989. 

Differences between the Sen- 
ate and House .versions of the 
spending plan have yet to be 
resolved. Whether the confer- 
ence committee will settle on 
funding at the Senate’s $55 mil- 
lion for Metro Link, the House's 
$65 million figure or some other 
level is uncertain. 

The Senate amount is about 
$40 million less than the Bi-State 
Development Agency originally 
requested for 1889. The total cost
